Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 8, and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lasalandra et al. 

Regarding claim 1, Lasalandra discloses in figure 7 that teaches at least one first 
amplifier (111) having a first input receiving an input voltage through at least one first 
coupling capacitor (109 and connected to an output of the first amplifier, and having a 
second input, separate from the first input, receiving a reference voltage supplied by a 
time constant circuit comprising a decoupling capacitor (110), at least one first 
controllable switch (132) connecting the first and second inputs together when in an on 
state. 
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Regarding claim 2, Lasalandra teaches the first controllable switch connected 
directly to the first and second inputs. 

Regarding claim 8, Lasalandra discloses in figure 7 that teaches at least one first 
amplifier (111) having a first input and second input and an output, first coupling 
capacitor (1 09) connect to the first input of the first amplifier, a references voltage (115) 
connect to second input of the amplifier, and a controllable switch (132) connecting the 
first and second inputs together when in an on state. 

Regarding claim 18, Lasalandra discloses a technique that teaches receiving an 
input voltage (130) through a coupling capacitor(109); receiving a reference voltage 
(115) at the second input and connecting the first input and second input together in a 
standby mode through a switch (132) 

Regarding claim 19, Lasalandra also teaches connecting the first and second 
inputs comprises applying a standby signal to a first controllable switch (132) connected 
between the first and second inputs. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-7, 9-17 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but they would be considered for allowable if they are rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Features of objected claims are not shown or suggest in the prior art.
